11. E3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The finality is maintained because it is based on newly added claims 9 and 10 in the papers filed 3/28/05; furthermore, the 
initialed non-final office action indicated that the Windship reference is applicable to the original claims 1-8 either alone or in 
combination. The argument against the Windhip reference has been considered but deems not persuasive because the web 
part of the sealing element (24 or 30) is thinner than the rest of the part, which inherently would exihbit some degree of 
elasticity so as to perform the sealing function. The argument against the Rawston reference has been considered but deems 
not persuasive because the Rawston reference discloses all the claimed structures, the examiner fails to understand how the 
applicant is allowed to take away grooves 29,30 of Rawstron. The argument against the Kemp reference has been considered 
but deems not persuasive because the sealing member of Kemp is an integral piece where lip 1 14 can be considered to 
connect to element 128 at a top surface of 128 and foot part 110 can be considered to connect to the element 128 at a bottom 
surface of 128.
